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HEALTH CENTRE BUYER 
WANTS TO WORK WITH 
THE CHARTER TRUST 


THE new owner of 
the health centre in 
Old Hall Gardens 
has contacted the 
GEM to reassure 
residents that her 
plans for the build¬ 
ing will not affect 
the appearance of 
the area. 

The new owner, Sue 
Evans, who runs the St 
Aubin group of nurseries 
in Cardiff and the Vale, 
said that her business 
would only enhance the 
appearance of the gar¬ 
dens. 

She said: ‘'As a former 
resident of Cowbridge, I 
have always loved the 
area and have fond mem¬ 
ories of my time there. 

“It has long been a 
dream of mine to bring 
my business to 
Cowbridge and have 
been looking for the per¬ 
fect location for nearly 
20 years now. 


“When I heard that the 
health centre was to be 
relocated and the site 
came up for sale, I was 
over the moon - as it was 
this area within the town 
walls that initially made 
me fall in love with 
Cowbridge. 

“It felt like fate that 
years later my dream 
may come true. Like the 
residents of Cowbridge, I 
too believe that the area 
is one of outstanding 
beauty and has historic 
tales to tell. 

“I sat one day and 
chatted to the volunteers 
in the physic garden, and 
their dedication and pas¬ 
sion about what they 
were creating moved me, 
and it was then I decided 
I wanted to be a part of 
it. ” 

She continued: “It is 
my intention to create a 
wonderful, caring and 
learning environment for 
the children of 
Cowbridge in the heart 
of the town. 


“The site lends the 
perfect opportunity for 
them to grow with the 
outdoors around them so 
that they, too, can admire 
the area and build fond 
memories of their time 
there. ” 

She said that an area 
would be fenced off, but 
that this would not be 
visible to anyone stand¬ 
ing in the centre of the 
gardens. 

She went on: “The 
safety of the children has 
to be the priority in the 
nursery, and so we will 
need to erect some sort of 
retaining structure to 


ensure they can explore 
the outdoors at the rear 
of the property. 

“I can, however, 
assure all concerned res¬ 
idents that this will be 
done in the most sympa¬ 
thetic way and any mate¬ 
rials used will be in keep¬ 
ing with the area around 
them. 

“At the front of the 
building, I plan to keep 
the space open with the 
addition of some planting 
which will, of course, be 
in keeping with the area 
around it. 

“This will be done 
with the children, thus 


supporting the feeling of 
community within the 
area. 

“I would welcome the 
opportunity to discuss 
things with Linda Osborn 
and members of the 
Charter Trust, so that I 
may gain some further 
insight as to what the 
trust has in mind for the 
whole garden area in the 
near future. 

“This way, I hope we 
can then work together to 
continue to create a 
beautiful area for the 
children and residents of 
Cowbridge to enjoy, ” she 
concluded.

£300K Cowbridge library 
revamp will start soon 


COWBRIDGE 
library is set for a 
£300,000 refurbish¬ 
ment to include redec¬ 
oration both inside 
and out, a new IT 
suite and a separate 
children’s area. 

Funds for the work 
have been provided by 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government and the 
Vale Council. 

Among the other 
improvements are the 
introduction of self-serv¬ 
ice equipment and 
updating of existing 
facilities. 

The Vale Council will 
contribute to the project 
through the purchase of 
new computer equip¬ 


ment and an injection of 
new books. 

Sian Jones, the Vale’s 
chief librarian, 
explained: “The new- 
look library will provide 
a more comfortable and 
attractive environment 
for customers and will 
also enable the layout to 
be better configured to 
meet the needs of differ¬ 
ent groups of users. 

“The introduction of 
self-service machines 
will also enable library 
staff to focus even more 
on helping customers, 
and on providing a 
whole range of activities 
that are expected in a 
library today.” 

The Vale Council says 
the scale of work means 


that there will be some 
disruption to services 
over the coming months, 
although every effort 
will be made to keep this 
to a minimum. 

The library will be 
closed for one week ini¬ 
tially from September 6 
- 10, to allow the interior 
layout of the library to 
be reconfigured in 
preparation for the 
refurbishment. 

A Vale Council 
spokeswoman stressed: 
“All other libraries in 
the Vale will be open as 
normal during this week 
and customers may use 
the services at any of 
them, including borrow¬ 
ing and returning 
items. ” 
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RESULTS JOY FOR PUPILS 


Vale schools 
keep up A-level 
performances 


THERE was a 
startling rise in 
pupils in the Vale 
who sat A-level 
exams this year, as 
the total rose by 
almost 14 per cent. 

The Vale Council 
revealed that it increased 
from 1,369 entries in 
2009 to 1,557 in 2010 - 
a 13.7 per cent rise. 

A council spokes¬ 
woman said that this 
indicated an encourag¬ 
ing increase in pupils 
continuing with post- 
GCSE education. 

When it came to the 
A-level results, the Vale 
Council said it was 
“delighted” that the pass 
rates in its schools have 
remained at a high level, 
with results continuing 
to exceed Welsh aver¬ 
ages. 

The spokeswoman 
said: “The percentage of 
pupils achieving an A- 
grade is slightly lower 
compared to last year, 
yet still remains 3.6 per 
cent above the Welsh 
average. 

“Nearly 98 per cent of 
entries in the Vale result¬ 
ed in a pass, with the 
Welsh average at 97.1 
per cent.” 

For the first time this 
year. A* grades were 
awarded to A-level can¬ 
didates achieving 90 per 
cent or more in their 
final year. 

In the Vale, 7.1 per 
cent of pupils achieved 
the new grade, compared 
with the Welsh average 
of 6.5 per cent. 

Pupils also saw con¬ 
tinued success in 
Advanced Subsidiary 
(AS) exams and remain 
above the Welsh average 
for pupils achieving both 
A grades and A-E pass¬ 
es, with results of 18.3 
per cent and 89.1 per 
cent respectively. 

The Vale Council cab¬ 
inet member for educa¬ 


tion and lifelong learn¬ 
ing, and the chairman of 
the WJEC, Coun Tony 
Hampton, said: “The 
council is proud of the 
hard work of pupils and 
schools which has 
enabled these successes 
to be achieved. 

“I am sure that pupils 
and parents across the 
Vale appreciate the 
efforts of school staff 
and I am pleased to pass 
on my congratulations to

A PROFESSIONAL 
rugby league player 
has been cleared of

Curtis Cunningham, 
23, of Cardiff had plead¬ 
ed not guilty at the 
crown court in June to

But the jury failed to 
agree and a retrial was 
ordered to take place last 
week. 

However, a major wit¬ 
ness failed to turn up for 
the trial and prosecutor 
Hywel Hughes said that 


in the circumstances, he 
wished to offer no evi¬ 
dence against 

Cunningham and a for¬ 
mal verdict of not guilty 
was recorded. 

It had been alleged 
that Cunningham struck 
Mr Trevelyan a single 
blow, splitting his lip and 
causing an injury that 
needed 22 stitches. 

Mr Trevelyan later 
had plastic surgery at 
Morriston Hospital. 

Cunningham had 
denied the attack and 
said he was acting solely 
in self defence. 

“I thought he was 
going to strike me, so I 
struck him once,” said 
Cunningham.

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TAKING A SEASONAL LOOK AT 
COWBRIDGE’S SPECIAL GARDEN 


COWBRIDGE resi¬ 
dents are probably 
quite used to the 
town’s physic garden 
by now. 

While its attrac¬ 
tions to gardeners 
are obvious, even the 
least green-fingered 
of us finds it an idyl¬ 
lic spot to take a 
break, read our 
favourite newspaper 
{The GEM, of 
course!) or simply 
sit and admire the 
tranquil setting. 

So, how would a 
fresh pair of eyes see 
the garden? 

The GEM sent 
work experience 
student MARTHA 
ROGERS along to 
take a look around 
and talk to the visi¬ 
tors and volunteers. 

I T is hard to 
believe that five 
years ago the 
area that is now 
home to the 
Cowbridge physic 
garden, was an 
overgrown piece of 
wasteland, littered 
with broken glass, 
bits of plastic, 
and other rubbish. 


Today, however, it’s 
quite a different story. 
Volunteers have total¬ 
ly transformed it into 
a eolourful oasis of 
pure serenity, attraet- 
ing 80,000 visitors 
eaeh year from far 
and wide. 

A visiting eouple 
from Essex said: “It’s 
absolutely wonderful, 
almost botanieal”. 

A woman from 
Cardiff told me: “I 
only eome to 
Cowbridge three 
times a year, but I 
always visit the gar¬ 
den - it’s amazing and 
so unique.” 

The physie garden 
is divided into various 
seetions - sueh as 
medieinal, fragranee 
and dye. All the plants 
were of a type put to 
common use in the 
18th century. 

In the medicinal 
section, there are 12 
beds, all filled with 
plants that were used 
to treat ailments relat¬ 
ing to different parts 
of the body. 

These are clearly 
labelled on each plant 
bed (listing kidneys, 
eyes, nerves, lungs 
etc). 

The dedicated vol¬ 
unteers put much hard 



work and effort into 
the garden, and are 
always happy to wel¬ 
come newcomers. 

Sue Duffield, a 
trustee and volunteer 
explained: “Anyone 
can volunteer and 
we’re a very friendly 
bunch!” 

Another volunteer, 
Caroline Williams, 
commented that it was 
also an ideal way to 
become closely 
involved in the com¬ 
munity. 

She said: T moved 
from Cornwall nine 
months ago and I saw 
the physic garden as 


an opportunity to 
meet new people and 
do something I love.” 

Caroline is a quali¬ 
fied gardener, but 
stresses that anyone 
can join, even if they 
have little or no gar¬ 
dening experience. 

“Everyone here is 
so friendly and help¬ 
ful. When you first 
begin, you join up 
with a more experi¬ 
enced gardener, until 
you’re confident 
enough to do the work 
on your own”. 

The volunteers 
clearly take huge 
pride in the town gar-

crane above gate¬ 
ways in the south 
and west of the 
structure. 

This completed eight 
months of physical work, 
preceded by years of 
research and pre-plan¬ 
ning. 

Consulting engineer 
Peter Jones, who has 
master-minded the struc¬ 
tural programme 

throughout, said: “In its 
way, this is a particular 
triumph for Cowbridge, 
for the town’s Charter 
Trust, and especially for 
its late chairman, Luke 
Millar, who dedicated 
himself selflessly to its 
achievement. 

“This town owes him 
a massive debt of grati¬ 
tude for his skill and 
scholarship, and the 
devoted way he applied 
himself to the project. 

“In so doing, he saved 
council taxpayers and the 
Vale Council approxi¬ 
mately £360,000 by get¬ 
ting all the work done via 
local people from many 
skills and disciplines.” 

The original Old Hall, 
a Georgian structure, was 
surrounded by columns

Rhoose Point 


AN item in last 
week’s Barry GEM 
concerning the lat¬ 
est developments in 
Rhoose Point was a 
little ahead of itself. 

It referred to last 
week’s column by the 
council leader, Coun 
Gordon Kemp, and sug¬ 
gested that the adminis¬ 
trators handling the

That offer has, 
indeed, been made by 
the Vale Council, and 
Coun Kemp certainly 
believes that it will be 
good for Rhoose if 
accepted. 

However, the admin¬ 
istrators have yet to 


agree. 

A Vale Council 
spokeswoman said: 

“The Vale Council has 
made a without preju¬ 
dice offer to the ‘com¬ 
pany’ (this is the legal 
term for the entity 
which is the 
Administrator for 
Cofton Land and 
Property) that they make 
a payment of £20k to 
the council, in lieu of all 
outstanding planning 
gain commitments. 

“This has not yet 
been formally accepted 
by the company and no 
land has therefore been 
transferred. Any offer 
would have to be 
approved again by cabi¬ 
net (as the matter has 
been called in to scruti¬ 
ny for September) and 
by the planning commit¬ 
tee after that.”

training or work on 
completing the 
Gateway experience. 

I was privileged to 
meet some of these 
young people who 
were now enjoying 
steady employment or 
were succeeding in col¬ 
lege and were pro¬ 
gressing to higher edu¬ 
cation. They were 
motivated and they 
said the ‘one to one’ 
support they received 
at the Gateway was 
pivotal in making the 
breakthrough in their 
lives. 

I also met a group of 
adults who had been 
made redundant, with 
the impacts of the 
recession only too 
clear. They were all 
making their way into 
new careers and jobs 
and were highly com¬ 
plimentary about the 
impact of Careers 
Wales engagement. 

Congratulations to 
all those I met at 
Careers Wales in the 
Barry centres; the 
careers advisers, the 
young people and 
adults were gaining so 
much from this service, 
funded by the Welsh 


Assembly Government. 

There are links 
between education and 
regeneration. The 
Regeneration Board for 
Barry has met and the 
interim programme 
director, Steve Long, is 
busy meeting groups 
and organisations who 
are keen to put forward 
proposals for funding 
their schemes.

Penarth Lifeboat 
rescue two in 
Bristol Channel 


READER’S MESSAGE 

TO AIRPORT CHIEFS 

ON RHOOSE PARKING 

‘Give customers 
what they want!’ 


PENARTH 
Lifeboat helped in 
the dramatic rescue 
of two young people 
on Sunday evening, 
when they were 
plucked from the 
sea off Gilestone 
Beach. 

Coastguards said a 
woman, aged 26, and 
two men, aged 21 and 
19, were thrown from 
their dingy at around 
7.30pm. 

By 7.45pm the 
Coastguards started 
receiving calls from 
members of the public 
who could hear cries for 
help. 

The Penarth lifeboat 
crew of helmsman 
Graeme Jones, Dan 
Forbes, Sarah Mayer and 
Jim Mayer were on an 
exercise near Sully 
Island when they got a 
Mayday call. 

Jim explained: “It 
took us about 10 minutes 
to get down to East 
Aberthaw and we found 
a rubber dinghy, the sort 
you would buy in a shop. 

“There was no one in 
it - it was the sort of size 
that would accommodate 
an adult and child. 

“We started a search 
and spotted two heads in 
the water, and they 
waved to us. 

“The lifeboat went to 
one, and I swam to the 


other man, holding him 
up until the lifeboat 
came back for him” 

They wore only swim¬ 
ming suits and had no 
life jackets. The woman 
had managed to get to 
shore. 

All three were 
assessed by paramedics, 
and although reported to 
be fit and well, were 
taken to the University 
Hospital of Wales to be 
treated for shock. 

Swansea Coastguard 
watch manager Ivor 
Parry said: 

“These young people

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At a time of war, the County School’s class 
of 1940 is remembered by a Barry resident 



THIS year, Barry Comprehensive celebrated 
50 years on the Port Road which led one local 
man to cast his memory back even further to 
the school that pre-dated it. The County 
School for Boys. 

Mr Noel Bishop (84) sent us this photograph of 
one of the classes from 1940 when it was located at 
the College Inn site. 

Mr Bishop said: “I was 15 years old at the time 
and don’t know of many of the pupils of that time 
that still live in the area. 

“In 1940, and the years that followed, many men 
went into the forces or moved away, and some died 
young. 

“I joined the Royal Navy, but apart from my 
service with it, have lived in Barry all my life. 

“I know some of those in the photo have not 
made 2010, although I saw Stan Smith at a memo¬ 
rial service last year for VJ Day. 

“I wonder whether any GEM readers have a bet¬ 
ter memory of 1940 to fill in any of the gaps?” 

As a matter of historical interest. The County 
School for Boys was once co-educational. 

Mr Bishop said: “My mother Lillian Chinn 
passed her scholarship there in 1901, and later went 
on to Cardiff University. She took a course, but in 
those days women were not allowed to get a 
degree!”

PROTEST GROWS OVER STORE PLAN 


1,100 sign anti-Tesco 
petition in Rhoose 


A petition opposing 
the arrival of Tesco 
in Rhoose has 
swollen to more 
than 1,100 names. 

The supermarket giant 
aims to build a Tesco 
Express store on the site 
of the old Mayflower 
public house. 

The Vale’s Assembly 
Member, Jane Hutt, said 
she had advised residents 
to present a petition they 
were gathering to the 
Vale Council. 

The Vale AM said: “1 
have made my represen¬ 
tations on behalf of the 
residents to the Vale 
Council and to Tesco. 

“A strong point that 
has been made concerns 
the way this has hap¬ 
pened. If it turns out 
that no planning permis¬ 
sion is required, no con¬ 
sultation will take place 
to consider the impacts 
this development could 
have on local businesses, 
traffic, parking and the 
community. 

“The 1,100 strong 
petition demonstrates the 
strength of feeling and 
should be taken into 
account.” 

Dr Ian Johnson’s Plaid 
Cymm’s candidate in the 
next Assembly elections 
commented: 

“It is quite clear that 
Rhoose residents feel 
very strongly about this 
issue and the impact that 
it will have upon village 
life, including threaten¬ 
ing the future of the busi¬ 
nesses in the centre of the 
village. 

“Unfortunately, 
Rhoose is the only com¬ 


munity in the Vale which 
doesn’t have its own 
community council that 
can stand up for residents 
against developments 
which aren’t in the inter¬ 
ests of the village. 

“With yet more houses 
on the drawing board at 
Rhoose Point, and no 
facilities other than hous¬ 
ing there at present, it 
seems obvious that the 
eastern end of Rhoose 
offers a better business 
location than the 
Mayflower.

Coun Jeff James, the 
Vale cabinet member for 
planning and transporta¬ 
tion, explained: “The 
change of use of an A3 
premises (public house) 
into an A1 premises 
(shop) does not require 
planning permission. 

“The principle of use 
of a former public house 
as a shop, by Tesco or 
any other retailer - 
national or local - is not 
something that can be 
questioned. 

“This is not a mling by 
the Vale Council, rather a 
principle that is set down 
in legislation.

Forget sleepy image - Penarth is a 
bustling, lively centre for shoppers 


A S a first-time visitor to Penarth, 
I half-expected it to be a sleepy 
town filled with shops selling 
highly-priced merchandise. 

I was in for a very pleasant surprise, for on the 
contrary, what I found was a bustling, lively town 
centre, even on a Monday, with shops catering for 
both residents and visitors across the whole spec¬ 
trum of prices and needs. 

The town has several shopping areas separated 
from each other. The main one is Windsor Road 
with Glebe Street behind and then leading down 
beyond the Washington Gallery. There are also 
shops near the railway station. 

The town seems to be thriving at the moment. 
There were lots of people around and the shops 
and cafes were busy. 

There is a nice range of shops including a book 
shop, antiques shop, arts and crafts gallery plus 
those catering for everyday needs. 

The town has good butchers, bakeries, a fish¬ 
monger plus greengrocers - so there is plenty of 
choice on the fresh food front. 

There are also a couple of small supermarkets 
that can provide the rest of the groceries that fami¬ 
lies use. 

The Windsor Arcade has a lovely feel, with a 
number of shops and locally-owned businesses in 
it, including a wonderful old-fashioned sweet shop, 
which must be a magnet for children - and older 
people wishing to go down memory lane to find 
the traditional sweets of their childhood. 

Penarth is a town that can provide for almost all 
the needs of its residents. 


There is a good choice of clothes shops, ranging 
from chain stores to locally-owned boutiques. 

A excellent variety of shops caters for most 
needs - from pet and garden supplies; hardware 
and ironmongery; jewellery, furniture and interior 
design items; gifts, toiletries, pharmacy items, bed¬ 
ding and curtains. 

The town also has charity shops selling very 
good quality items. These are a draw in themselves 
to visitors from outside the town with an eye for a 
bargain and this creates a spin-off business for 
other traders. 

One of those who does all her shopping in the 
town is Coun Maureen Kelly Owen who has lived 
in Penarth all her life. 

She sits on the town council and represents the 
town on the Vale Council as well. She said: “I can 
remember Penarth when I was a child and it was a 
splendid town with many Victorian and Edwardian 
buildings and very classy shops. 

“Then it went through a bit of a slump in the 
1980s when we saw shop closures. I am glad to 
say that many new shops have opened lately and I 
feel that things are looking up. 

“Local people do patronise the shops in the 
town centre rather than just going to out of town 
supermarkets and the Vale Council has worked 
hard to make it easier for people to do that.” 

She recalled that she had been one of the coun¬ 
cillors lobbying for changes to parking arrange¬ 
ments and that the creation of on-street parking in 
Lower Glebe Street had encouraged people back 
into town while it also relieved some of the pres¬ 
sure on parking in Windsor Road.

£6m regeneration will 
restore historic Penarth 
Edwardian building 


A new planning applica¬ 
tion has been submitted 
for a £6 million regenera¬ 
tion of Beachcliff, the his¬ 
toric property on Penarth 
Esplanade. 

The new plans follow the 
latest investigations, which 
showed that the building has 
suffered far more extensive 
structural damage and decay 
over the years than originally 
anticipated. 

The plans will create four 
luxury seafront homes offer- 
\ing views across the Bristol 


Channel. The new proposals 
will see the building’s 
Edwardian frontages rebuilt 
exactly as before. . 

Cardiff-developer Richard 
Hayward - who, along with 
his wife Karen Athay - is 
behind the Beachcliff regen¬ 
eration, said: “When we pur¬ 
chased Beachcliff in 2007 it 
was already in a very sorry 
state. We originally planned 
to restore the existing build¬ 
ing but it has become clear 
that this is not possible. 

“Initially we had hoped 


that we would be much fur¬ 
ther through the develop¬ 
ment process by this point. 
“However, the issues we had 
with getting vacant posses¬ 
sion from the previous occu¬ 
piers of the building and the 
structural problems with the 
building have delayed devel¬ 
opment and set back our 
progress. 

“We are now confident 
that our new plans will make 
a sizable difference to 
Penarth’s historic seafront 
and the amenities.” _ J

HOW VALE SEAFOOD 
RESTAURANT IS 
BEATING THE CRUNCH 


W HEN it 
comes to 
thought¬ 
ful sayings on the 
subject of fish, this 
typically-out- 
landish gem by for¬ 
mer United States 
President (and avid 
sea angler) George 
W Bush, surely 
takes some beat¬ 
ing: 

“/ know that human 
beings and fish can 
co-exist peacefully;. ” 
Whether George W’s 
odd notion of a ‘special 
relationship’ would be 
shared by the fish, is 
doubtful, given their ulti¬ 
mate destination as tasty 
dishes served up at spe¬ 
cialised seafood restau¬ 
rants. 

Take, for example. 

Loch Fyne, situated near 
the Cowbridge turn-off 
on the A48 to Bridgend, 
which opened two years 
ago in a building once 
occupied by its noted 
predecessor. Mulligan’s - 
a mecca for seafood 
enthusiasts from far and 
wide. 

There the challenge of 
drawing in patrons 
against a backdrop of 
nationwide financial 
restraint is being met with 
several new initiatives, 
apart from the a la carte 


menu. The result is that 
while others may be feel¬ 
ing the pinch. Loch Fyne 
says that these have 
helped ensure that there is 
no falling off in its regu¬ 
lar custom. 

It has introduced a £10 
two-course fixed menu 
with a choice of four 
starters, including Loch 
Fyne rope-grown mussels 
steamed with chilli and 
coriander, Cornish sar¬ 
dines, chicken with 
heather-honey parfait, or 
soup. 

The four main choices 
include plaice, Scottish 
hake steak, rump steak, 
and marinated char¬ 
grilled vegetable and 
mozzarella tart. (One 
main course only, £7.50). 

Dinner for two is 
offered at £30 (with 
carafe of red or white 
wine) and choice of four 
starters, including fish 
soup. Loch Fyne citrus 
smoked salmon, smoked 
beef or plum tomato, 
mozzarella and basil tart. 

Main courses on offer 
include herb-crusted cod 
fillet, pan fried fillet of 
sea bass, grilled chicken 
breast, or linguini (all 
with accompaniments). 

The main menu lists no 
fewer than 14 starters, 
ranging in price from 
£4.45 for whitebait with 
lemon mayonnaise, and 
£4.50 for fish soup, to six 
Loch Fyne oysters with 



accompaniments for 
£9.50 (12 oysters, 
£16.75). 

Other starters include 
plump Cornish scallops 
in white wine and garlic 
cream sauce (£7); moules 
marinieres (£4.75); clas¬ 
sic Loch Fyne smoked 
salmon (£5.95); and 
homemade potted pork 
with piccalilli £5.95). 

There is also a wide 
variety of main dishes, 
ranging in price from 
£9.25 for pesto tortellini 
with rocket and parme- 
san, to £19.95 for whole 
grilled turbot with garlic 
or shrimp butter. 

Also among the dishes 
on offer is pan-fried fillet 
of sea bass with stir-fried 
Chinese greens (£11.75); 
half lobster (£14.85); 
Scottish smoked haddock 
risotto with soft poached 
egg (£9.85); and kiln- 
roasted salmon fishcakes 


with sauteed spinach and 
dill creme fraiche (£9.75). 

The list also includes 
line-caught haddock with 
chips, mushy peas and 
tartare sauce (£11.95). 

In addition, there are 
various seafood and meat 
dishes served from the 
grill, while moving up the 
price range, is shellfish 
platter with crab (£35.50) 
or lobster (£45.50). 

Loch Fyne has also 
introduced theme nights, 
such as Moules Tuesday, 
when mussels feature on 
a set £12.50 menu, 
including glass of wine or 
beer; and Paella night on 
Thursday (£25 for two 
people). 

On Friday and 
Saturday, there is a de 
luxe platter that includes 
a half bottle of cham¬ 
pagne.

an undercover spy sent 
to kill the Russian presi¬ 
dent. 

Pursued by her boss 
Winter (Liev Schreiber) 
and agent Peabody 
(Chiwetel Ejiofor), 

Salt’s attempts to clear 
her name only cast more 
doubt upon her - is Salt 
really who she says she 
is... 

Had the stars aligned 
a little differently, you 
would have been seeing 
a whole different Salt on 
the big screen. 

Originally, Tom 
Cruise was mooted for 
the lead role, but even¬ 
tually passed, citing that 
the role was too close to 
that of Ethan Hunt in the 
Mission.-Impossible fran¬ 
chise (similarities that 
no doubt didn’t affect 
his decision to make 
Knight and Day one 
would assume). 

One re-write later, 
swapping the lead char¬ 
acter’s gender, and 
Angelina Jolie came on 
board as Edwin Salt 
became Evelyn Salt. 

However, for its orig¬ 
inal similarities to one 
spy franchise, it’s anoth¬ 
er that this version of 
Salt comes close to 
emulating, sharing the 
same tone and feel to 


that of the Bourne 
series. 

As a result, it’s a film 
that twists and turns, 
playing with your pre¬ 
conceptions while deliv¬ 
ering some solid action 
spectacle; and while it’s 
a brazen attempt to cre¬ 
ate a franchise, it’s cer¬ 
tainly one that you 
wouldn’t mind seeing 
more of. 

Of course, as the mar¬ 
keting of the film sug¬ 
gested, this is anything 
but an ensemble piece, 
the film resting squarely 
on the not entirely-unat- 
tractive shoulders of 
Angelina Jolie, and the 
actress is more than up 
to the task, anchoring 
the film with an icy cool 
turn that fits her like a 
glove. 

Certainly, the actress 
has never been one to 
play shrinking violets, 
being attracted to strong 
characters regardless of 
genre, and she gets 
another one here. 

Salt is an all-kicking, 
all-punching fighting 
machine who takes no 
prisoners. Yet Jolie 
knows her way around 
in this neck of the 
woods, and offers 
enough of an insight 
into the character to 


allow us to see she is 
more than just a robot, 
showing an emotion 
behind the eyes that dis¬ 
appears whenever she is 
threatened. 

It is a strong turn by 
the actress, and one that 
really holds the film up 
throughout, her screen 
presence keeping you 
gripped throughout. 

Alongside her, 
Chiwetel Ejiofor and 
Liev Schreiber get the 
token ‘chasing agent’ 
roles that don’t give 
them very much to play 
with; however, such are 
the actors’ abilities that 
they bring just that bit 
more substance to the 
characters, with neither 
man disgracing them¬ 
selves in a film which is 
female-led. 

Scriptwriter Kurt 
Wimmer is one who is 
very skilled at genre 
writing, having penned 
the likes of The Recruit, 
Street Kings and (shud¬ 
der) Law Abiding 
Citizen, and he delivers 
another screenplay that 
ticks the genre boxes but 
also offers a little bit 
more in the mix. 

While it would have 
been easy to merely ape 
the whole ‘wrongly 
accused character goes 


on the run to clear their 
name’ narrative that 
we’ve seen before, 
Wimmer throws a few 
curveballs and twists 
into the mix that make 
this a story that is far 
from from predictable. 

Eschewing conven¬ 
tion, the story whips 
through at fast pace, 
Wimmer taking great 
delight in keeping the 
viewer on the edge of 
their seat as the story 
unfolds, something 
Phillip Noyce’s direction 
more than assists in. 

The Australian direc¬ 
tor has always been 
capable of bringing a 
degree of substance to 
even the most flimsiest 
of material, and is more 
than at home with the 
world of spies - and 
here he shows his ability 
to marry solid spectacle 
to a fast-paced narrative. 

The action sequences 
aren’t going to have 
Michael Bay worrying 
anytime soon, but with 
more than a nod to 
Bourne director Paul 
Greengrass, Noyce opts 
for visceral, hard-hitting 
close-ups. The action 
given a veneer of reality 
(no doubt in part thanks 
to the gameness of the 
lead). 


Keeping the film 
moving at a fast pace 
and refusing to signpost 
the story’s little twists, 
Noyce offers subtle 
direction that works 
incredibly well. 

Where the film trips 
up is that, because of its 
fast pace, there are more 
than a few plot holes 
that go unresolved, 
while Noyce’s use of 
flashbacks to fill in the 
blanks don’t always 
work and feel a little bit 
forced in. 

Yet there is enough 
here to allow, box office 
willing, for another por¬ 
tion of Salt, where more 
answers will no doubt 
be coming - a prospect 
that is enticing enough. 

VERDICT - A more 
than satisfying Friday 
night out. Salt is more 
evidence that Angelina 
Jolie is the female action 
star to beat. Delivering a 
strong turn in a story 
that keeps you guessing 
throughout, she anchors 
the film with aplomb. 

While it may riff a lit¬ 
tle too closely to being 
Jason Bourne on oestro¬ 
gen, it still makes for a 
film worth watching. 
Enjoyable.

F or much of the past 
decade, there has 
been a tendency 
throughout the developed 
world to take farming and 
the production of food for 
granted. 

The post World War II peri¬ 
od saw substantial increases in 
agricultural production, in 
part driven by mechanisation, 
which in turn led to the 
‘affordable’ food era. 

Until 2007, few would have 
believed that food security was 
anything but an issue for the 
poorest, least-developed coun¬ 
tries in the world. 

But have you ever wondered 
whether the food you eat today 
costs more or less in real terms 
than it did a generation ago? 

In 1957, just a few years 
after the end of rationing, the 
average household spent £4.80, 
a third of its weekly spend - 
on food. Compared to the 
present today - food expendi¬ 
ture fell to 13 per cent of the 
household budget in 2008. 

In real terms - food in 
Britain has actually never 
been so affordable as it is 
today. On an average salary, 
in 1966, Mr Jones would have 
to work for 44 minutes to buy 
a joint of beef. Compare that 
to 2009, whern he would have 
to work less than 26 minutes 
to buy the same joint. 

It would take 25 minutes 
work to buy a loaf of bread in 
1966 - compared to less than 
four minutes work in 2009. 

Similarly, households con¬ 
sume a similar amount of 
fresh milk today compared to 

V 


50 years ago - but at almost a 
quarter of the cost! Is it any 
wonder why there has been a 
mass exodus from the British 
dairy industry? 

The term food security has 
been much debated in today’s 
media. It has been widely pub¬ 
licised that world food produc¬ 
tion will have to increase by 50 
per cent by 2030. World popu¬ 
lation has grown by 13 per 
cent in the past ten years, and 
it is expected that the popula¬ 
tion will grow from 6.8 billion 
to 7 billion in 2012, and exceed 
9 billion by 2050 according to 
the UN. 

A higher population will 
obviously increase the demand 
for food. 

Where will all this food come 
from? The Fs in farming - 
feed, fuel and fertiliser will be 
key to this production. 

But we are not just facing 
rising oil prices and water 
shortages, the changing 
dietary requirements of the 
developing world as it 
becomes richer, combined with 
land being used to provide 
crops for fuel rather than 
food, and climate change 
bringing drought to countries 
such as Australia. 

Water scarcity is a major 
challenge - global demand for 
water has tripled in the last 50 
years. Energy prices are likely 
to remain high which will 
affect growing, packaging and 
shipping costs and the avail¬ 
ability of land is a major fac¬ 
tor as there will be more pres¬ 
sure on farmers to produce 
more from a limited area of 
land. 

Food has become as impor¬ 


tant as energy security as 
more and more attention is 
being paid to food miles and 
carbon footprint, and it has 
been recognised that con¬ 
sumers have become more 
interested in provenance and 
food quality as well as envi¬ 
ronmental sustainability, 
which works in favour of 
Welsh and British farmers. 

There are huge benefits in 
buying local food - you will 
cut down your food miles, sup¬ 
port your local economy, and 
you will be buying safe food 
which has full traceability 
back to the farm of origin. 

British farmers adhere to 
some of the highest levels of 
animal and welfare standards 
in the world. The farmer also 
gives great value - out of an 
average basket of food costing 
£37 - the farmer receives just 
£13. 

So visit your local farmers 
market - there are more than 
500 regular markets around 
the country. You can visit a 
farm shop - there are over 
3,000 farm shops scattered 
throughout Britain’s beautiful 
countryside - each giving the 
visitor a delightful opportunity 
to access local, fresh, seasonal 
food and drink. 

Meet the real producers of 
your food and this is the best 
way to ensure that your food is 
fresh and, yes, it tastes good 
too! 

But even if you head to your 
local supermarket - if you can’t 
buy Welsh, then buy British.

Walking in the rain to see 
mystery of Tinkinswood 


W ITH rain lashing 
down and an 
unfavourable 
forecast, leader Barbara 
decided to forego her 
planned walk in the moun¬ 
tainous Craig y Nos area 
and stay closer to home for 
a local walk. 

Starting from Wenvoe, the 
small group of six walkers 
donned their wetproof gear and 
took the path through the woods 
and joined the lane past the ken¬ 
nels to St Lythans Down. Soon 
the rain stopped and outer gar¬ 
ments were hastily removed 
before they crossed the Downs. 

Carefully crossing the busy 
A48, they walked through Old 
Coedarhydyglyn picking ripe 
blackberries as they passed. The 
loop that took them around 
Haelfaes towards Homri and St 
Nicholas village gave them won¬ 
derful views to the north. 

Feeling grateful with their 
overcast weather, the group could 
see great black clouds hanging 
across the mountains in the north 
and rainfall could clearly be seen 
falling. 

Reaching the parish church of 
St Nicholas, they had a chance to 
stop for refreshment before pass¬ 
ing the school, re-crossing the 
A48 and making their way to the 
ancient burial chamber at 
Tinkinswood and all but one of 
them had visited this site many 


times. Built around 4000BC, this 
wedge-shaped cairn with a rec¬ 
tangular stone chamber and a her¬ 
ringbone patterned forecourt is 
topped by a huge capstone meas¬ 
uring 24 X 15 feet and which 
weighs around 40 tons. 

When excavated, 920 pieces of 
human bone of both sexes were 
found, mostly in a broken condi¬ 
tion, and folklore states that the 
group of boulders on the south 
side of the cairn were women 
who were turned to stone for 
dancing on the Sabbath. 

Reaching the lane, attempts to 
follow the path to Vianshill failed 
miserably - thanks to a head-high 
oil seed rape crop - so the group 
changed direction and continued 
past Dyffryn Gardens to St 
Lythans where they finally 
stopped for lunch. 

A weak sun broke through the 
very dark rain clouds and a few 
curious cows ambled over to 
inspect the group. 

Continuing on a path which led 
them to New Wallace Farm, the 
rain began to fall once again. 

Passing fields of giant sun¬ 
flowers, the group reached a gate 
where care was taken to make 
sure the cows and sheep remained 
in their respective fields! 

Leaving New Wallace, they 
walked along the quiet lane that 
passes through the golf course 
towards Wenvoe Castle, where 
the rain stopped and wet clothing 
was removed before the final 


stretch which led them back to 
Wenvoe village. 

On 28 August, meet at 9am at 
the Barry Waterfront for a 10-12-

THERE was joy for 
the boys from 
Cowbridge, but dis¬ 
appointment for 
Llantwit Major 
girls at the last big 
schools’ track and 
field fixture of the 
summer term - the 
NASUWT Cymru 
Cup Final at 
Brecon. 

To qualify for this 
end-of-term fixture, 
arguably the top grass¬ 
roots track and field 
event in Wales, each of 
the eight Welsh 
Schools’ districts organ¬ 
ises a preliminary com¬ 
petition for boys and 
girls at two age groups, 
under-14 (years 7 & 8) 
and under-16 (years 9 & 
10),with the eight win¬ 
ners qualifying for the 
NASUWT Cup, and the 
eight second placed 
teams qualifying for the 
Plate Final, held at the 
same venue on the same 
date. 

At the Cardiff & the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
schools final in June, 
Cowbridge were com¬ 
fortable winners of the 
under-14 boys’ section 
while Llantwit, who had 
tied with Cardiff High 
in the under-14 girls’ 
grouping last year, this 
time claimed the under- 
16 girls’ cup by half a 
point from Whitchurch. 

Thankfully, on finals 
day, rain held off until 
the end of the meeting 
while the usual Brecon 
breeze, from the 100 
metres start end, was in 
evidence helping the 


sprinters and hurdles, 
and some of the 
jumpers. 

The Llantwit girls 
produced a mixed set of 
results: Megan Osborne 
(1500) was the only 
individual winner, with 
the experienced Lucy 
Taylor (long jump) and 
the much-improved 
Emma Worrall (high 
jump) finishing second, 
while Lucy Tarrant - 
though not on top form, 
still claimed third in the 
800. 

This under-16 section 
is a funny one and, 
despite some bottom 
half placings in the 
sprints and throws, the 
Llantwit girls were still 
in with a shout, with 
just the relay to come, 
placing joint second 
with Olchfa on 52 
points, with Caereinion, 
from Powys heading the 
field on 53.5 points. 

As any organiser 
wants, the relay sorted 
everything out. 
Caereinion could only 
finish fifth, taking their 
score to 58.5. 

Olchfa were comfort¬ 
able winners of the 
relay, and the nine 
points for the win gave 
them an unbeatable 
score of 61, while the 
Llantwit girls will be 
disappointed with a sev¬ 
enth place finish for a 
score of 54, and third 
place. 

Llantwit have quali¬ 
fied a team to the cup 
final on a number of 
occasion, but the 
school’s only victory 
was in 2000 from the 
ul6 boys.

While the Llantwit 
performances were 
inconsistent, there was 
no such problem for Mr 
Gian Williams and his 
Cowbridge boys, who 
claimed 11 individual 
top three placings, and 
took the relay win. 

George Griffiths (100 
and long jump), 
Cameron Jones (1,500), 
Tom Trotman (high 
jump) and Harry 
Stubbington (javelin) all 
claimed nine points 
from event victories. 

Trotman (200), Josef 
Gaughan (300 and 
shot). Brad Rosser (75 
Hurdles) and Harry 
Dowell-Bennett chipped 
in seven points from 
their second placed fin¬ 
ishes. 

The scoring was 
completed with six 
points from Josh 
Thomas in the 800 and 
four points from Liam 
Martin (triple jump), 
plus another nine from 
the relay squad, to give 
a total of 99 points, the 
highest of the day - 
with the victory margin 
to second-placed Cwm 
Rhymni a gigantic 17 
points. 

The competition was 
first staged in 1988, 
when Cowbridge won 
both of the under-14 
sections. Following 
that double success, the 
under-16 girls won in 
1992 and the under-16 
boys in 1993. The 
under-14 boys were 
winners in 2006, so this 
year’s success takes the 
total to six, easily the 
best of all the Vale 
schools. Well done, 
Cowbridge!

Council upgrade 
their disability 
facilities in Barry 


THE Vale Council has 
spent £40,000 in 
recent weeks upgrad¬ 
ing the facilities at 
Barry Leisure Centre, 
to make it more acces¬ 
sible for people with 
disabilities. 

A partially disabled 
person, who wished to 
remain anonymous, 
had contacted The 
GEM to raise the issue 
of the toilets at the 
leisure centre. 

The reader pointed 
out: “There are lots of 
things that need urgent 
attention. There is a 
problem with the toilets 
- in particular the fam¬ 
ily changing room 
where the disabled toi¬ 


let has not been in use 
for about six months, 
leaving just one toilet 
that takes an age for the 
tank to fill up. Surely 
the Vale has plumbers? 

“This has been 
reported to the staff but 
nothing has been done. 
I feel this is urgent and 
the toilet should be 
repaired immediately.” 

Dave Knevett, the 
Vale’s operational man¬ 
ager for tourism and 
leisure, has confirmed 
that the problem was 
being addressed: 

“T/ic disabled toilet in 
the female changing 
room is being repair^ 
as a matter of urgency. 
The council is commit¬ 
ted to improving its 


facilities under its ‘sin¬ 
gle equalities scheme’. 

“Consequently, over 
the past few months the 
council has undertaken 
works to all of its leisure 
centres with a view to 
increasing their accessi¬ 
bility.” 

He explained: “At 
Barry Leisure Centre 
these works, costing 
some £40,000, have con¬ 
sisted of the upgrading 
of the existing disabled 
toilet facilities. 

“A new accessible, 
independent-use chang¬ 
ing room has also been 
created and the disabled 
car parking spaces and 
main entrance con¬ 
course have all been 
upgraded.”

COMMUNITIES 
and businesses are 
being urged to tack¬ 
le climate change 
by the Royal 
Institution of 
Chartered 
Surveyors. 

Christina Hirst, acting 
director of RICS Wales, 
believes that this could 
reap financial and envi¬ 
ronmental benefits if 
they worked together. 

Ms Hirst said: “At the 
moment, renewable 
energy schemes seem to 
be either on a very large 
scale or particularly 
small scale, from huge 
offshore wind farms 
down to a solar panel on 
an individual home. 

“However, there is so 
much scope for mid¬ 
sized and shared projects 
which is not being 
exploited to its full 
potential in Wales and it 
is here where vast oppor¬ 
tunities lie. 

“These projects are 
developed by members 
of the community or 
local businesses coming 
together to form an ener¬ 
gy consortium or coop¬ 
erative. Everyone makes 
an investment in the 
technology and subse¬ 
quently take a share of 
the benefits. This 
includes saving money 


on electricity bills as 
energy is being generat¬ 
ed renewably and mak¬ 
ing money by selling 
surplus power to the 
National Grid. 

“The Welsh Assembly 
Government has set high 
targets in a drive towards 
a low carbon economy, 
aiming to generate twice 
as much energy by 
renewable methods by 
2025 than it does today. 
It is imperative to help 
meet these targets that 
more community and 
business collaborative 
schemes are encouraged 
across Wales. We want 
to stimulate the passion 
and drive for people to 
consider the opportuni¬ 
ties that are out there.” 

Wales has already 
seen a number of exam¬ 
ples of renewable energy 
projects formed by a 
cooperative between 
local communities and 
businesses, but “these 
are the exception rather 
than the norm”.

to investigate 
Romilly Road 
flytipping 


RESIDENTS who 
live in Romilly 
Road, woke up ear¬ 
lier this week to see 
that their local envi¬ 
ronment had just 
been invaded by fly- 
tippers - but the 
Vale Council vows 
to track the perpe¬ 
trators down. 

A local resident who 
saw the abandoned bed, 
mattress, divan and 
assorted rubbish, com¬ 
mented: “I am appalled 


that lazy, thoughtless 
individuals can spoil a 
nice area like Romilly 
Road by these stupid 
actions, particularly 
when there are already 
perfectly adequate sys¬ 
tems in place for disposal 
of household goods.” 

Clifford Parish, the 
council’s operational 
manager for waste man¬ 
agement and cleansing, 
said that what had hap¬ 
pened was not only anti¬ 
social, but a significant 
crime that would be fully 
investigated.

“Considering the 
nature of the waste ille¬ 
gally deposited on 
Romilly Road, it is all the 
more frustrating that it 
should be dumped in this 
manner, given that this 
type of household waste 
is accepted at the coun¬ 
cil’s two household 
waste recycling centres 
at Sully and Llandow, 
which is free of charge to 
all residents,” he stated. 

“Where anyone has 
committed fly-tipping 
they are liable on sum¬ 
mary conviction to 
imprisonment for a term

Helping to sow 
the seeds of 
plant survival 

VALE councillor, 

Rob Curtis, has 
arrived back home in 
Barry from a trip to 
the frozen islands of 
Svalbard, in the high 
Arctic 600 miles from 
the North Pole. 

He had gone there to 
study the marine wildlife 
and natural history of the 
Arctic, but while in 
Spitsbergen visited the 
Svalbard Global Seed 
Vault outside the old 
mining town of 
Longyearbyen. 

Coun Curtis 

explained: “The seed 
vault is built 145 metres 
into the side of a moun¬ 
tain, from reinforced 
concrete and is clear of 
any conceivable sea level 
rises. 

“Svalbard is one of the 
most northerly islands in 
the world and is usually 
only inhabited by polar 
bears. 



“Anyone seeking 
access to the seeds, will 
have to pass through four 
locked doors. 

“The seed vault has 
the capacity to store 4.5 
million seed samples, 
more than the total num¬ 
ber of crop varieties in 
existence. 

“Each sample contains 
an average of 500 seeds, 
so a maximum of 2.25 
billion seeds will be 
stored in the vault,” he 
said. 

Coun Curtis, who rep¬ 
resents Gibbonsdown

Council, continued: “I 
knew the strange con¬ 
crete bunker sticking out 
of the rock and ice had a 
very special story to tell. 

“This seed bank is the 
world’s ultimate insur¬ 
ance policy. 

“If a climate disaster 
takes place or disease 
wipes out many of our 
plant species, this facility 
will become mankind’s 
last hope,” said Coun 
Curtis, who stressed that 
he had funded the trip 
himself.

SIXTEEN-YEAR- 
OLD Rhys Pugh, a 
member of the Vale 
of Glamorgan Golf 
Club, is to captain 
Great Britain and 
Ireland at under-18 
level in the 2010 
Jacques Leglise 
Trophy Match in 
Castelconturbia, 
Italy. 

It caps a good year for 
Rhys, who sealed his cre¬ 
dentials as one of the UK 
and Ireland’s most prom¬ 
ising golfers by winning 
the Clwyd Open by 16 
strokes in May, a week 
after clinching the 
Fairhaven Trophy.
